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alleging that their statements have been fabricated or have 
been tampered with 

lwo methods of recording seem to be involved : mechanical 
recordings, where sound waves are translated into the 
vibrations of the cutting needle and a groove is cut on wax-like 
substance (office dictaphones and gramophones), and magnetic 
recordings, where the sound waves are turned into electrical 
impulses and transferred as magnetic changes which vary 
from point to point on the plastic tape. In assessing the 
worth of a recording as truthful testimony, the ease with which 
-both these types of recordings can be altered is a vital factor. 
It is acommonplace that ‘‘ dubbing,”’ or recording a recording, 
is a simple task to an experienced operator. With skill it is 
possible to eliminate a single word; thus a remark “I am 
not guilty ’ could be altered to “ I am (slight pause) guilty,”’ 
the pause guilty only adding emphasis to the 
apparent confession. But it is also feasible to invent a text in 
the speaker’s own voice which, in fact, he did not speak. For 
example, the sentence ‘ I am not guilty, but Jones says I am ” 
can be re-arranged to read “‘ Jones says I am not guilty, but I 
im.” 

These sinister manipulations are technically easier when 
tape recordings are used. With a recorder running at 7} inches 
per second, a single word occupies about two inches of tape. 
Elimination can be effected by the snip of a scissors and the 
rejoining of the cut ends can be so well done that it cannot be

heard. Similarly, the original order of word 
can be altered and if, finally, the rejoined tap: 
to a fresh tape there would be no apparent loss of quality ana 
of course no joined tape before the court 

It may be that, by imprinting on tapes used

Neglecting forgery, it would be the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth.

34 of the Bill nullifies the decision of the House of 
British-Mexican Petroleum Co., Ltd. v. Inland

Retirement payments 

Clause 35 brings into charge to tax under Sched. E (subject 
to the exemptions specified in cl. 36 and the reliefs provided 
by Sched. IV) lump sums paid as compensation for loss of 
office (sometimes known as “‘ the golden handshake ”’) to the 
holder or past holder of any office or employment, or to his 
executors or administrators, by the employer or by a third 
party. It applies to any payment made, whether under any 
legal obligation or not, directly or indirectly in connection with 
the termination of the holding of the office or any change in 
its functions or emoluments, including any payment in com- 
mutation of annual or periodical payments ; while payments 

de to the spouse, relative or dependant of the holder of an 
office are to be treated as made to the holder. The clause does 
not apply to payments made before 6th April, 1960, nor to 
payments made on or after that date in pursuance of an 
obligation incurred before that date or in respect of a termina- 
tion or change which took place before that date, not being a 
payment in commutation of annual or periodical payments, 


Exempted under cl. 36 are payments made by reason of th 
death of an office holder or on account of injury or disability 
benefits under approved superannuation schemes ; lump sums 
paid to members of the armed forces and sums chargeable to 
surtax under the Income Tax Act, 1952, s. 242. There are 
also exceptions in favour of persons domiciled outside th 
United Kingdom and holding office under a non-resident 
and persons not performing the duties of an office in the United 
Kingdom. Moreover, tax is not to be charged on the first 
£5,000 of a payment which comes within cl. 35, but in calcula- 
ting the £5,000 payments in respect of the same employment 
must be added together and so must payments from the same 
employer (as defined in sub-cl. (5)) in respect of different 
employments. Schedule IV contains provisions for giving 
relief in respect of the balance of a payment which is chargeable 
to tax, on the basis of the difference between the tax which 
would be payable if the balance were taxed in the year of 
receipt and the tax which would be payable if it were spread 
over six years or over the period the payment was intended 
to cover. Relief for certain payments which are not com- 
pensation for loss of office is also given by reduction of the 
amount chargeable. Paragraph 11 of the same Sch dule 
extends the meaning of ‘‘ payment of compensation for loss 
of office”’ to damages for wrongful dismissal or otherwis¢ 
for breach of a contract of employment so that the prin iple 
in British Transport Commission v. Gourley [1956) A.C. 189, 
will apply to the excess of the damages over £5,000.

FLOWER GROWING AS MARKET GARDENING 


Horticulture Act, 1960, providing for Government 
improvement grants and schemes, and setting up a Horticul- 
tural Marketing Council, bears witness to the interest taken 
by Parliament in the promotion of horticulture.

According to Lord President Clyde: ‘‘ The trade or business 
of a market gardener is, in my opinion, the trade or business 
which produces the class of goods characteristic of a green- 
grocer’s shop, and which in ordinary course reaches that 
shop via the early morning market where such goods are 
disposed of wholesale. It is, no doubt, the case that this 
class of goods includes small fruit, and, it may be, flowers . . . 
Market gardening connotes the growing for sale of garden 
produce, whether fruit, flowers or culinary vegetables.” 
Lord Sands was likewise not inclined to put it higher than 
“may be,” but suggested that the tenant of land producing 
flowers only near a town with a market such as Waverley 
market or Covent Garden market might well qualify, recalling 
the fact that when Charles II granted the Earl of Bedford 
the charter creating the latter it was stipulated that a portion 
should be set aside for the sale of flowers. 


Thus the position in Scotland is that inferior courts have 
come down in favour of the tenant claiming market gardener- 
ship on the basis of flower growing only, while the Court of 
Session is less sure about it. 


English cases 


In England, the question has been at the most touched upon. 
One can refer to the Bankruptcy Act, 1883, decision in 
Re Wallis ; ex parte Sully (1885), 14 0.B.D. 950 (a case which, 
incidentally, might interest those concerned about “ hobby 
farming ’’), the issue being whether the sale of crops, of 
surplus produce of hothouses and of flowers made the seller 
one carrying on a “ trade or business,”’ and in the course of 
which Cave, J., asked: ‘“ Does a man who sells his surplus 
fruit and flowers become a market gardener?” And to the 
rating case of Purser v. Local Board of Health for Worthing 
(1887), 18 O.B.D. 818 (C.A.), in which an occupier of land 
covered with greenhouses was held to be occupying a 
market garden, and it is mentioned that he was a grower of 
fruit, vegetables, and flowers. In Bickerdike v. Lucy [1920] 
1 K.B. 707, a lady whose property, a mansion house, included 
a walled-in garden with fruit trees, glass and hothouses, 
flower and vegetable gardens, and who occasionally sold 
surplus fruit and vegetables (flowers not specified), was held 
not liable to pay gardeners the minimum agricultural wage. 
Coming to a case in which part at least of an Agricultural 
Holdings Act—that of 1923—had to be interpreted: it was 
held in Lowther v. Clifford [1927] 1 K.B. 130 (C.A.), that 
certain land was a market garden and thus an agricultural 
holding (but nevertheless that the defendant tenant could be 
sued in the courts on a covenant to pay outgoings) and in so 
holding Scrutton, L.J., said: “ The use of the land is to grow 
fruit, vegetables, and flowers for market; it seems to be 
essentially a market garden.” 

Though the tenant of the premises sued for possession in 
Monson v. Bound (1954) 1 W.L.R. 1321, grew plants and 
shrubs on the premises, the sale of which accounted for about 
a tenth of his turnover, his ambition was limited to establish- 
ing that those premises—a suburban florist’s shop—were an 
agricultural holding so that the Agricultural Holdings Act, 
1948, would confer security of tenure: Pt. II of the Landlord 
and Tenant Act, 1954, had not been enacted. But the 
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defence failed, McNair, J., applying the test of viewing, as a 
matter of substance, the premises as a whole. 


Intention 

The omission to define “ market garden” is probably 
deliberate ; the result might lead to more argument than is 
desired. When one considers Lord Salvesen’s and Lord Clyde’s 
tentative suggestions respectively in Grewar v. Moncur's 
Curator Bonis and in Watters v. Hunter it is bound to occur 
to one that, while the two are not inconsistent, the second 
of them provokes the thought that some greengrocers do, and 


others do not, sell flowers. If one looks at th 
briefly referred to in my opening paragraph, one :

HERE AND THERE 


JUST TWELVE 


I HAVE long held it for a very sound principle that, save for 
formal and official occasions, when a great many people 
usually widely separated must be brought together, no party 
should ever consist of more than twelve persons. Twelve is 
a manageable number. Every mind can commune with 
every other mind. Twelve is the immemorial quorum for the 
English jury, enabling the average common sense of the 
citizen to reach unanimity ; the Scots, who have larger juries, 
have had to resign themselves to accepting majority verdicts. 
Twelve, a dozen, is a number that is both rounded and 
satisfying. Ill luck awaits you on the threshold of excess— 
thirteen. The medievals had a sound instinct when they 
assigned twelve days to the festivities of Christmas. 
would have been a bore and a vexation to the flesh. ‘“‘ Green 
Grow the Rushes oh!” stops at twelve, its natural climax. 
Even on the Continent, where they reckon the hours of the 
day up to twenty-four, the clocks still strike only up to twelve. 
So with the perfect party the note to strike is twelve. Fewer 
have not the status of an occasion ; more begins to assume the 
proportions of a public meeting.

BIG TIME ENTERTAINMENT 
THAT is one very practical reason for keeping a private party 
small, because the more like a public meeting a party becomes, 
the more it has to be controlled like a public meeting. Beware 
of pickpockets. It is dangerous to lean out of the window— 
anyhow if you have been unobtrusively but industriously 
concentrating on drinks provided for 200 people. Move 
along there, please. Kindly leave the bathroom in the con- 
dition in which you would wish to find it. Also, the larger 
the party, the easier it is for the uninvited, the undesired and 
the in-no-conceivable-circumstances-desirable to infiltrate. It 
has been said (and it sounds probable) that a brassy young 
man with a good suit and a reliable intelligence service 
coverage of Mayfair and Chelsea could walk into two or three 
parties a night. But, quite apart from this aspect of the 
matter, large private parties are in themselves suspect. 
“Where would you hide a leaf? ’’ asked one of the classical 
detectives of fiction and his own answer was: “In a 
forest.’’ So the large private party may well spring not 
from anything so engaging as hearty, generous, vulgar 


ostentation, but rather from the host’s desire to conceal 
himself and his operations in a milling, shapeless, incalculabk 
mass of humanity. I thought of that when I read of 
Mrs. Violet Cuff’s last party at Surbiton before she was sent 
to prison for two years, recently. With several previous 
convictions behind her for forgery and embezzlement, she 
had worked as a trusted executive of an Anglo-American 
organisation raising funds for churches. Then one day she 
had suddenly drawn out nearly £3,000 of its funds, just before 
the annual audit, booked her place on a plane for Australia 
and invited her friends to a lavish farewell party, the last 
of many at which she had been a generous hostess. Ther 
were three hours to go before she flew. Then two uninvited 
guests arrived, detectives investigating her travelling inten- 
tions. To them she said that she was off to open a new office 
in Australia but a prompt telephone call to the organisation's 
chief in America established that aspect of the flight asa 
flight of invention. In the sequel the party proved a fare- 
well, indeed, but not to a traveller. 


WATCH THAT ELEPHANT 
WE have recent high and well-informed authority for re- 
assuring ourselves that solicitors are neither musty nor dull 
and many will recall one who carried the flight from mustiness 
and dullness to quite extraordinary lengths, Norman Howarth 
Hignett, solicitor and coroner for Chichester. With a practice 
said to be worth £5,000 a year to him and a fine house near 
Chichester, his extravagant parties lasting far into the night 
were the talk of the district. All was lavish, to drinks and 
the girls brought down from London to entertain the guests. 
At one of his birthday parties the guests were greeted by a 
large picture of two pink elephants floating on pink clouds 
with glasses of bubbling champagne in their trunks. Besides 
all this there were parties in Mayfair, parties in Paris, in the 
same spirit. Then came the crash, £60,000 fraud charges, 
bail, flight, conviction, a prison sentence and finally, in 1956, 
suicide. No, even if you have not got a taste for small parties, 
be just a little wary of the big ones. Look the pink elephants 
carefully in the trunk (or whatever is the revealing portion ol 
their overblown anatomy), for there is often a hangover in 
the glasses they tender you.

Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 


CEYLON: BUDDHIST TEMPLE: DEVISEE: 
USE OF INCOME FOR TEMPLE PURPOSES 
AS DIRECTED BY WILL TRUSTEES 
Thero v. Wijewardena 
Viscount Simonds, Lord Reid, Lord Tucker and Lord Denning 
26th April, 1960 

Appeal from the Supreme Court of Ceylon. 

A testatrix, Helena Wijewardena, a widow, who died on 
10th November, 1940, by cl. 5 of her will gave 250 acres of 
land ‘“‘to the Raja Maha Vihare (Great Royal Temple), 
Kelaniya. The selection of the 250 acres I leave to my 
executors and the management of the same for the benefit 
of the said Vihare I entrust to my trustees...’’ The 
trustees in 1942 executed a deed by which they conveyed the 
selected 250 acres to the then Viharadipathi (the high priest 
or chief incumbent) of the temple and his successors in office, 
‘subject always to the conditions in the said will . . . that 
the management of the said property for the said Vihare 
shall be in the trustees in the said will.” Thereafter, the 
trustees of the will managed the land, collecting the rents 
and profits from it, which they used for the purposes of the 
temple. In 1954 the appellant, the present high priest, 
in this action claimed that he was entitled to have the income 
from the land paid over to him, and that it was for him, and 
not for the trustees of the will, to apply it as he, and not as 
they, thought fit for the purposes of the temple. The judge 
of the district court held, infer alia, that the Viharadipathi 
was entitled to an account of the income and payment of it, 
but that decision was set aside by the Supreme Court of 
Ceylon on 18th June, 1957. The Viharadipathi now appealed. 

LokD DENNING, giving their lordships’ judgment, said that 
a Vihare (Buddhist temple) was not a juristic person—it was 
not a corporation and had no legal personality—and could 
not accept or own property, and accordingly the gift in the 
will of the 250 acres did not operate as an outright gift to 
the temple. Further, the 250 acres did not vest in the 
appellant—who was himself the duly appointed trustee of 
the temple under the provisions of the Buddhist Temporalities 
Ordinance (c. 222 of the Legislative Enactments of Ceylon, 
1938 Rev.)—by virtue of s. 20 of the Ordinance. A Buddhist 
temple, not being a juristic person, could not have property 
belonging to it, and s, 20 of the Ordinance, which provided 
that ‘* All property, movable and immovable, belonging or in 
anywise appertaining to or appropriated to the use of any 
temple . . . shall vest in the trustee . . . for the time being 
of such temple,”” must be read as dealing only with sanghika 
property, that is, it dealt only with property which had been 
dedicated to the sangha (priesthood) as a whole, with all the 
ceremonies and forms necessary to effect a dedication. The 
Ordinance did not apply to property which was vested in 
private trustees for the benefit of the temple as a charitable 
trust. The word “‘ management ”’ in cl. 5 of the will was not 
confined to management of the property strictly so called, 
but extended also to the management of the income, and 
accordingly the trustees of the will were the persons to decide 
how the income should be applied for the purposes of the 
temple. Appeal dismissed. The appellant must pay the 
costs.

Parochial Church Council of Little Leigh v. Church 
Commissioners 
Lord Tucker, Lord Jenkins and Sir John Beaumont 
2nd May, 1960 

Appeal by the Parochial Church Council of Little Leig! 
against a scheme formulated by the respondents, the Church 
Commissioners for England, for the union of the benefices 
of Little Leigh and Lower Whitley, both in the diocese of 
Chester. 

Lorp JENKINS, in the course of delivering their lordships’ 
report sanctioning the scheme, said that at the outset of 
his argument before their lordships in support of the scheme 
counsel submitted (in effect) that as it was not shown that 
the Pastoral Committee in making their recommendations 
or the Bishop in approving them had failed to take into account 
any of the matters set out in s. 3 (2) of the Pastoral Reorganisa- 
tion Measure of 1949 or that the committee, the Bishop or 
the Church Commissioners had in any other respect. failed to 
comply with the terms of the relevant legislation, the appeal 
must be dismissed, their lordships having no jurisdiction to 
interfere with such a scheme unless it was shown to be vitiated 
by some such irregularity. Their lordships had no hesitation 
in rejecting this argument. It appeared to them that th 
right of appeal conferred by s. 10 (3), and the jurisdiction with 
respect to appeals conferred by s. 10 (5) of the Union of 
Benefices Measure, 1923, were plainly wide enough to empower 
their lordships to consider any scheme submitted to them on 
appeal de novo and on its merits. This did not, however, 
mean that their lordships should not be slow to dissent, save 
for the most cogent reasons, from the recommendations 
embodied in a scheme regularly brought into existence with 
the concurrent approval of the Pastoral Committee, the Bishop 
and the Church Commissioners, and with proper regard for 
the matters stated in s. 3 (2) of the Measure of 1949.

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HUSBAND AND WIFE: CRUELTY: HUSBAND 
WITH TRANSVESTIST TENDENCIES : 
CONCEALMENT FROM WIFE 
Bohnel v. Bohnel 
Sellers, Willmer and Harman, L.JJ. 2nd May, 1960 


Appeal from Judge Armstrong, sitting as special commis- 
sioner in divorce at Bournemouth 


\ wife petitioned for the dissolution of her marriage on the 
ground of her husband’s alleged cruelty, in that he had 
constantly desired and shown his desire to dress and behave 
like a woman. The petition was undefended. The husband 
had done his best to conceal his desires and practices from his 
wife and she had discovered them in 1955 only by an unfore- 
seeable chance. After the discovery the wife had a nervous 
breakdown, but she recovered and returned to cohabitation 
with the husband, who continued to conceal his proclivities 
ind practices from her. In 1958 the wife, again by a chance, 
discovered the husband dressed as a woman, and he told her 
later that he wished to be a woman and live with another 
man. He consented to see a psychiatrist and did so, but 
did not undergo treatment. The treatment would not have 
remedied the lack of sexual desire which the husband mani- 
fested to his wife but would in fact have decreased that desire. 
rhe wife continued to live with him for a further period of 
eight months without suffering any further injury to her 
health. She then left the matrimonial home and petitioned 
for divorce. Her petition was dismissed and she appealed. 


WiILtMER, L.]., said that he agreed with the commissioner 
that the decisive feature in this case was the secretive nature 
of the husband’s behaviour. The fact of his making every 
effort to conceal what he was doing from his wife made it 
impossible to impute to him any actual intention to injure 
het \s to the refusal of the husband to undergo the treat- 
ment offered, the commissioner's view had been that that was 
not unreasonable, nor would the treatment available have 
been effective to cure what he regarded as the real cause of 
the wife’s distress, which was not so much the discovery of 
the husband’s abnormal tendencies and behaviour as the fact 
that she had little sexual attraction for him. The treatment 
available would not have had any effect by way of encouraging 
sexual desire on his part; on the contrary, it would have 
been actually repressive of the sexual drive. As to whether 
in intent to injure ought to be inferred from the husband 
continuing to practice his abnormal tendency after 1955, it 
seemed to his lordship that in order to found a charge of 
cruelty on that it would have to be shown that there was 
some real probability of the wife finding out about it ; that if 


she did it would probably cause her another serious shock ; 


ind that such shock would be likely to cause further injury 
to her health. But it was by the merest accident, not readily 
foreseeable, that she had made her discovery in 1958, and 
the discovery had no adverse effect on her health. Moreover, 
it was relevant to remember that after the discovery she 
continued to reside with the husband for another eight 
months. That made it all the more difficult to draw the 
inference that the husband, by continuing his practices in 
‘cret, Was pursuing a course of conduct which he might 
reasonably have foreseen was likely to cause injury to the 
wife. The case was near the borderline, but his lordship was 
unable to find that the commissioner came to a wrong con- 
clusion in deciding that in all the circumstances cruelty had 
. been proved. The appeal should be dismissed.

and son agreed that £25,528 be raised out of capital and used 


to pay off eleven of the thirteen charges, that a further 
£1,222 (making £26,750 in all) be so raised and paid to the 


father, that the rent-charges be extinguished and the father 
released from liability for them, that two of the policies whic! 
would revest in the father on the discharge of the charges o1 
his life interest be converted by him into fully-paid_ policies 
for £8,100 and brought into settlement and that, subject to 
remaining incumbrances and charges, the lands and th 
balance of investments and capital moneys be resettled or 
the father for life, subject to an annuity to the son for lif 
with power to the son to appoint an annuity to his widow 
for life should he die in the father’s lifetime to continue for his 
children’s benefit should his widow also die therein. That 
agreement was carried into effect and on 30th April, 1940, th 
son disentailed the lands and capital moneys and the father 
and son executed the resettlement. By the resettlement father 
and son appointed that the father should hold the settled 
lands on trust, that the son receive the annuity, and subject 
thereto for the father for life, and after his death for th 
son for life, with remainder in trust for the son’s sons succes- 
sively in tail male with remainders over. The _ balance 
of the investments and capital moneys was resettled, the 
two policies were brought into settlement, and the trustees 
were directed to hold the policies until the father’s death 
and thereon to collect the policy moneys and to hold them 
subject to any appointment to the contrary, ‘‘ upon the trusts 
and subject to the powers and provision upon and subject 
to which capital moneys or investments representing the 
same would be held.” On 25th January, 1958, the father 
died, survived by the son. The Inland Revenue Commis- 
sioners claimed duty on the policy moneys which then became 
payable, on the footing that they passed on the father's 
death under s. 1 or s. 2 (1) (b) of the Finance Act, 1894, 
alternatively, under s. 2 (1) (d), on the value of the sons 
life interest in them at the father’s death. 


Cross, J., reading his judgment, said that, on the con- 
struction of the settlement, the father did not have an interest 
in the policies which ceased on his death; they were held 
from the first for those beneficially interested after his leath. 
Since the policies were retained and never yielded any income 
during the lifetime of the father, nothing passed from the 
other beneficiaries to the son on the father’s death. All 
that happened was that the son’s reversionary life interest 
became a life interest in possession, and the interests 0! the 
other beneficiaries became expectant on the death of the son 
only. The claim to duty under s. 2 (1) (?), therefore, failed. 
But where, as here, it was part of the arrangement between 
father and son that the policies should be brought in to the 
settlement for the benefit of others as well as the son, they had 
been “‘ provided ” within s. 2 (1) (d) by the father by arrange 
ment with the son even though the father had received ful 
consideration. Although the father retained no interest 
the policies, the son did not obtain an absolute interest,

If the grantor 
dies before this can be done, there is nothing to prevent the 
daughter abstaining from enforcing the covenants against the 
personal representatives, except the risk of an action for bre 
of trust by her own children.
